WERE SCWIK OK THE til LCI'S? 

The first military conscription law in the mc 
tense was passed in France in 1798. It prcscTihn 
liability of young ntni lo serve if required from 
twentieth to twenty-fifth year of, age. 

Col. Frederick Nstuwh, C.B., wrote in the cle- 
edition of the Encyclopedia Brittanica (1910) : 

There is perhaps no law on the st.itme lionki of an 
nation wliich lias exerrifcil a more Jat-reai'liiu;: influi'Di 
on llic future of htiiit.-inity than thif liltickiKmii Frew 
act of 1798, introduced by General Jounlan to the Counc 
of the 500. tor it *ii!> ill? power ihtis ninfiTrcil upen H 
French government n-lii,~h alone rendered the Napoleon 
policy of conquest po^ijbta. 

"I can afford to expend thirty thousand m 
month !" this boast of Napoleon's, made to Metterni 
Schonbrium in 1805, has determined llie trend of c 
from that day forward, not only on (lie battlefield 
also in the workshops, and forms even at the presen 
the chic) guarantee for peace, stability and ecart 
development upon the continent of Europe. (Italics 

plied.) 

What had become of this guarantee of peat; 
1914? by 1939? 

To continue from the Encyclopedia Brittanica: 

The essential importance of the event lie* in tbi 
that li! a critical moment this law. passed by an otucui 
body of men — absolutely in defiance of tli« opinion ol th 
grcalcst reformer tlml I'riince at that moment had ttii 
covered, Carust, and of the feeling* of a very Iitrc pr< 
portion of i lie whole community — became permanent b 
the aclion of cau?es set in motion by Napoleon, vihic 
ultimately compelled all Europe to adopt similar kpi' 
In l i tin. 

Prussia pursued litis Napoleonic idea of ccnsciij 
to its lopir-al conclusion, and in IHOCi "di.'fmiuly nfli 
the principle of univcr.-al service without distinctic 
class or right of cxcmjilion by purchase." Can an

of German military conscription? japan introduced cofl- 
icnplion in 1873, Y, Takata in his Conscription System 
in Japan, after mentioning the adaption of conscription 
in France and then in Prussia, said: 

It wis natural that the Japanese authorities. who 
were in pressing need of a new military tyMem, ahould 
follow the European example. The aduptiun of the sys- 
tem was, however, not an easy matter. Strong objection!! 
were raised against this new system, for it wafiiol com- 
patible with the feudal spirit, with which the whule 
people vers saturated. 

In 1926. prominent citizens of fourteen countries 
signed a manifesto to Rive substance to President WiUon'e 
earlier proposal to make conscription illegal in all coun- 
tries affiliated in the League of Nations. This pica read: 

We call for aomc definite ste n ? to^vsrd complete dis- 
armament and the demilitarizing of the mind of civilized 
nation?. The most effective measure toward thin would 
be llie universal abolition of conscription. We there- 
fore, a?.U the League of Nations to propose the aboli- 
tion of compulsory military service in all countries as a 
first etep toward true disarmament. It is our belief that 
conscript armies, with their latfie corps of professional 
officers, are the grave menace to peace. Conscription in- 
volves the degradation of human personality and the de- 
al ruction of liberty.

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7. ISN'T A SYSTEM OP CONSCRIPTIU 
REALLY DEMOCRATIC? 

Thcie are two major nspecls of democracy — equal 
and liberty. There is often a fraternal benefit from I 
associations in the ranks of the military. But docss .n 
one seriously contend that the amied services have gi\ 
equal opportunity, rank, or recognition to, for cxamr 
the Negro? 

Conscription particularly violates Ihe fccond elemi 
of democracy — liberty. Many of t>ur ino3t stalwart c 
zens are descended front men and women who dime 
America to escape the systems of^ conscription in ih 
countries. Conscription tends to limit academic freed c 
the right of the press to criticize government policies a 
political and mililary leaders, onrl tends lo discotir; 
peaceful means of inlern;ilionaI cooperation. 

There is a great deal to be said in favor of a set 
of obligation to serve the community, [t is not c!e 
however, thut that sense of obligation cat; be dcvclof 
best by compulsion. There is a great difference bclw< 
service rendered to the community from a scn«e of du 
and service rendered lo the nation under eompuki 
The assumption has been that one makes his best c< 
trihtition to the national life of America by doing a? v 
as he can the work which he has selected far himself. 
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Compulsory rational service, even including other 
than military service, might have llie eflect of a^jirandiz- 
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local services. Conscripted men could hardly be assigned 
to ft private or votunlnry wrlf; t rc iiif-liluiiori. Might not 
the rcsuil he to increase stili more ihe decree to which 
people lean on the slnte ami permit the stale to manage 
their lives? Arc we ready for such a departure from 
traditions which have made ours a great country?

INDIVIDUAL IS TO HAVE A FAIR CHANCE 
TO SURVIVE IN RATTLE? 

It is often argued that adequate training saves live* 
in battle, that to send men into bailie, untrained, is mur- 
der, that conscription would assure each soldier the neces- 
sary training to prevent that particular form of murder. 

This argument is sound to the extent that men in 
battle hove a better chance for survival if they know how 
to do what must be done with the least exposure of them- 
selves. Cut warfare is not less fatal when fought be- 
tween highly trained armies. One purpose of military 
training is tu leach men how to kill the enemy. The 
true saving of lives is c(Te(!''d by preventing war, not by 
teaching men how lo kill each oilier. 

Furthermore, there is lilllc evidence that conscription 
actually maintains efficient standards, even in killing. 
During years of peace the training tends lo become per- 
functory and every war find? new methods which have 
to be learned by experience. There is a pond dent to be 
lund for the idea that alert nes? anil independence of mind

The present draft law as interpreted and admin- 
istered by the national authorities has resulted in the 
imposition of prison sentences running from six months 
to five years for more than 4,000 conscientious objec- 
tors, according to figures given out by the Department 
of Justice covering the period from October 16, 1.910 
to July 1, 1944. That this h- ■■"" •»—--- -~ 
law which explicitly provided for non-combatant al- 
ternative service for auy person "who by reason of 
religious training and belief is conscientiously op- 
posed to participation in war in any form" chows 
how impossible it is to reconcile the demands of 
military systems with the varied and imperative urg- 
ings of conscience. In 1937 the Oxford Conference, 
which was more representative of Protestant Chris- 
tendom than any conference since the Reformation, 
declared that the Church "should he opposed to an 
education which teaches men to subordinate them- 
selves to any human force as the final authority — be 
it the will of the majority, or of a leader, or of rn 
absolute State. That is to violate the sanctity of con- 
science, which must be kept responsible to God 
alone." 

America should be the last country on earth to 
violate that principle. Conscription for military 
training is a lest ease. 

Advocates of conscription acknowledge thai 
unless it i.t adopted soon, it will be defeated. We 
should refuse to bit stampeded by wartime emo- 
tions into accepting a policy of permanent pawa* 
time conscription — a policy that cannot be jusfi- 
ficd by any process of cool reasoning.

Tlie Post-War World Council: 

The Post-War World Council records its opposi- 
tion to pending legislation providing for contpul- 
sory, peacetime, military training and service on 
the following grounds: 

(1) Post-war conscription will make war econ- 
omy a permanency. It is one way of evading the 
responsibility of this country's taking the necessary 
loii'- r -[erm and constructive measures to harness our 
productive capacity for the destruction of poverty. 
Its acceptance means the substitution of a military 
and armament economy for one that is democrat- 
ically controlled. Its maintenance means production 
of £ims, tanks, military clothes, and equipment 
r'"'> "' ' ui houses, schools, hospitals, and food. 

" d'-fent for an expanding economy of 
abundance. 

(2) Enactment of post-war conscription means 
we are admitting now, while we still fight, that we 
h "»"■-- f^iii'1 t" l:<vp out premise nf ;» brave new 
world. We serve notice on tiie world I hat our faith 
in the post-war period re^ls, not on international 
collaboration, but on our own military niijrht. It 
means that we are preparing the blueprint for im- 
perialist adventure and for the next war to protect 
that imperialism. 

(3l Acceptance of post-war conscription means 
rctrocrcsskin of educational freedom. Our schools 
luc] colleges will have to be geared to creating an 
adaptability to blind obedience and rigid discipline 
rather than education for democracy. 

(41 Post-war conscription means the forging of 
a powerful weapon against free labor. History has 



other countries to break strikes by culling sl-.:.^... 
to arms. There are powerful and articulate groups 
in the United States ihv.t would welcome so con- 
venient a method of throttling trade union activity. 

(5) Compulsory military training and service 
would more deeply imbed into the pattern of our 
society the racial discrimination so characteristic 
of the military casle system. The well-known Jim 
Crow pattern of the armed forces will influence every 
boy who lives under its conditions for a period 
during his formative years immediately after high 
school. 

(6) This country's adoption of peacetime mil- 
itary conscription for the third time in its history 
will mean our falling back into the vices of the 
European military psychology which we have al- 
ways deprecated and looked down upon. The United 
States has long prided itself upon the fact that we 
offered a refuge to those who fled the obligation of 
military conscript service in the benighted countries 
of Europe which labored under this 'handicap. 
(July 14, 191-1) 

Tin; Fellowship of Reconciliation r 

We are unalterably opposed to having the ques- 
tion of permanent conscription settled in war time. 
The proposal to e fleet such a revolutionary change 
in cur American way of life, and :o take so drastic 
a step toward total regimentation, should be 
passed upon only after the most careful democratic 
discussion, which is impossible in war time. We 
must therefore decline to participate in any dis- 
cussion with Government ofh'cials as to provisions 
for CO's in any contemplated permanent conscrip- 
tion set-up, since this would in a measure encourage 
the idea that we were willing to contemplate and 
acquiesce in such measures. We most earnestly hope 
and pray that all pacifists arid religions agencies will 
take the same position. (March 2G, 191-3)

. In our judgment it is unwise to commit the nation 

at this time to a year of universal military service 

for the following reasons: 

(1) Present military necessity— Under the Selec- 
tive Service Act, the present personnel needs of the 
Armed Forces are being met so far as the nation's 
resources of manpower permit. It therefore follows 
that tte proposed year of compulsory military ser- 
v' o he conceived in terms of a post-war, not 
a w.rent, undertaking. No basic change in the pres- 
ent Selective Service System is necessary to provide 
required military personnel, not only for the period 
of the war, but also for the period immediately fol- 
lowing the defeat of our enemies. 

(2) Longtime military necessity — Since the pro- 
posed year of compulsory military service is not a 
question of immediate military necessity, it must be 
appraised in long range terms. In these terms, it is 
clearly impossible at this time to debate fairly and 
intelligently the question of whether compulsory 
military service is a national military necessity. No 
one can foresee the international stiuaiion which will 
exist when Germany and Japan are defeated. Neither 
the international political nor the international mil- 
itary situation can be calculated while the war is 
still in progress. Prophecies on this subject and 
debalp thereon at this time may prove detrimental 

1 national policy and to the unity of the 
<. ..itcu Nations. 

(3) Policing the peace- — When this war is over, 
it may be necessary to maintain a large standing 
army to police the peace, and this may force us to 
adopt compulsory military training. No one is in a 
petition now, however, to forecast fully the inter- 
national responsibilities that relate to the occupa- 
tion of foreign teritories. Until the post-war na- 
tional situation is clarified, it seems to us extremely 
unwise and even dangerous to commit the nation to 
such a revolutionary change in fundamental national 
policy as would the establishment of compulsory 
military service. 

1 41 The American military tradition — Our 
American democratic tradition is strongly set against 
a large standing army. We, along with the great 
body of Americans, will support a year of com- 






the safety of the nation requires it. We are unre- 
servedly for adequate preparedness, but we see great 
dangers in any unnecessary break with our tested 
democratic tradition respecting compulsory military 
service in times of peace. 

(5) The opinion of the young men now fighting 
the war — The year of proposed military service, if 
adopted will directly alTect the children of men who 
are now fighting in the armed forces. These men 
should have a voice in determining the desirability 
and soundness of compulsory military service. Their 
opinions cannot, however, be determined until the 
war is over. This constitutes another strong reason 
for delaying decision until peace has come. 

(6) The nature of the peace — The American peo- 
ple are fighting this war with the high hope that it 
will eventuate in an enduring peace. We all look 
for measures of international cooperation which will 
reduce the necessity for post-war large scale military 
establishments. If, against the background of these 
great expectations, a year of compulsory military 
training is urged, many Americans will interpret 
such action as a signal for the return of the cynicism 
of the 1920's or an admission that we shall all con- 
tinue to live in an armed camp and that the hopes of 
s more peaceful world are not to be realized.

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The Aim of Conscription Is Indoctrination

A PRIMARY aim of the advocates of peacetim 
.conscription is indoctrination of the minds Cl 
youth. By training a new generation each year, they 
hope eventually to achieve a measure of contvol over 
the mind of the --entire nation. The indoctrination will 
take the form of leaching the inevitability of war, the 
inadequacy of world organization for keeping the 
peace, the -need for a warlike spirit. The indoctrina- 
tion will also extend to social issues with an emphasis 
on anti-labor ideas and against social change. "No mat- 
ter how bad such indoctrination would be, many Amer- 
icans would "•nevertheless accept compulsory military 
training if it were essential to American security^ 
However, it is becoming more and more apparent from 
the defeat of European nations like France and Ger- 
many who relied on peacetime conscription, that SC- 
-curity is not dependent on it. Therefore it is all the- 
more important to examine the results if American 
youth are indoctrinated with militaristic ideas. 

Forewarning of what will happen if the United 
States adopts a permanent system or military conscrip- 
tion can be seen in the stated purposes of its advocates 
and also from our experience with existing military 
institutions. 

The American Legion, a ■ leading-proponent- of crm- 
scription, has. stated again and again that it wants 
peacetime military training in *ordcr to prevent the 
"Pacifists, Idealists, Pollyanua Thinkers and Do-Good- 
ers*' from convincing the country that there can be a 
permanent peace which will eliminate the need for 
compulsory military training and military preparedness. 
To do this, the Legion not only wants every young 
man to be taught the value of preparedness but wants 
his entire life oriented in the direction of the great 
adventure of his year of army life. 

The Legion specifically slates, "The development of 
a. favorable attitude toward military training and the 
inculcation of a keen desire to participate in a univer- 
sal military training program shall be motivated and 
made an inspiring and challenging experience in the 
daily life of the pup!! over all of his school years." 

Not only docs the Region aim at indoctrinating the 
young men thrjiiselves. but at changing the. emphasis 
of Our educational system to one oi preparation of the 
Student for war training and service. The Legion's 
program further proposes that: 

To he finccr'>Rful the yi:ir of military training must 

be ajjproiuhcd by the y<i:»ir* nwn with the ft-i-lin" that

As the youth pushes up the steps of grade and Lifro*' * 
school he shall build bis dcJLrc to t:d£p his place in tho 
12 months of training in the military. 

Arriving at th« a^e of 18 he enters his basic training 
with tlie knowledge tlmt he is paying his own way into a 
. natiojyl life of freedom and service. 

Nor is it only the Legion which thinks in these terms. 
The purpose oi the Citizen's Committee^ f or Universal 
Military Training among other things strtsses the need 
"to piomote usclul citizenship and the unity ... of 
the United States through aNFcderal system ot uni- 
versal military training. . . ." The desire to promote 
unity must be seen in connection with the type of ur:ity 
proposed and the kind of unity which can be expected 
from military training. No one would expect that a 
Citizen's Committee whose membership is exclusively 
a Big-Business- Waif- Street-munitions-crowd would 
promote unity through progressive social ciiange, or 
through any other process than the glorification ot the 
status quo, nationalism, agd imperialism. Furthermore, 
when we realize that the unity produced by military 
drill is the unity of regimentation, or as the Legion 
puts it ^'respect for authority," we begin to see the 
kind of indoctrination to which America is to be 
exposed. 

Army leaders stress the indoctrination value of mili- 
tary training as being ot even greater importance than 
the physical and military values. For example, in the 
statement ot General Eisenhower to the House Com- 
mittee on Postwar Military Policy, June, 19-15, is the 
interesting admission that in the event of another war 
those who have had military training will have to be 
retrained along physical lines, but the psychological 
value of military training will remain with the trainees. 
The General stated : . 

Physical training will always have to l>e repeated af- 
ter the war starts hut takes- the lca.vt Lime l'.-.y L -hu- 
logical indoctrhmtiun and mural training requires the 
longest time but fortunately it is ucvim' completely ior- 
gottcu. 

In this connection it is interesting to recall the in- 
sistence of Army leaders during wartime th.it seven- 
teen weeks' military training was an adequate period of 
training for young men wh,o were- going into actual 
battle. Is the present insistence on the part of these 
same leaders for a year of training in peacetime due 
only to a desire to he leisurely about the training r" Or 
is it due to the tact that the inculcation of a wailikc 
spirit requires a longer subjection to militaristic idca> 
during peacetime? 

If we ask the reason tor Army indoctrination, *.vc 
can get a clue from the Army's announced inieunV-n ot 
training even young men who noimitly would he classi- 
fied -1-h's and lu-nct- he rejctivt! for health rfvi-oij-, iin: 
itig wartime. I'Vmiji every n.i'.unnlik: point of vnw u 
■ ■ *-■ •--■. !.■ 
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the military point of view. An example of this is seen 
in the controversy over compulsory military training at 
the University oi Maryland in June, 1915, Students 
there protested tlie forcing of physically unfit men to 
take military drill, illustrated" t!:^ir protest by pointing 
to a student so physically unlit that he couidn't even 
raise his arm to salute. Colonel II. C. Griswold, ohv 
ccr-in-chargc for the U. S. War Department, stated in 
reply that 4-Fs should be trained "to disseminate wide 
knowledge and understanding of national defense prob- 
lems and military policies" and "to teach and inculcate 
leadership, discipline, and responsibility of a citizen to 
his country." ' 

Even in the Army itself, there was, during jhe period 
prior to the present war, a controversy over ihe value 
of military trailing of civilians who in the event of 
war would have to receive as much training as the 
rawest of recruits. The Army and Navy Journal stated 
at that time : ■ * 

The attack made hpon the Organized Reserves and 
the Citizens' Military Training Camps by a contempo-, 
rary service paper, which describes them as 'however 
remotely useful' is a direct criticism of the Regular 
Establishment 'which is responsible for the civilian 
movement essential to our n.'Uionat defense . . . the 
Army needs friends throughout the country and those 
friends are found in the Heacric Officers and the boys 
who pass through the C.M.T. camps. 

That this is not an isolated point of view can be 
seen from the following quotation fiom an advocate <o I 
military training in the high schools, Major Bloxham 
Wood, U. S. Army : 

The R.O.T.C. units in the hi^-li schools ar e the great- 
est factor la.ikii'.',' Tor military preparedness in this 
'country, for they make every hoy who takes such in- 
struction an envoy for military preparedness. These 
boys iu turn briny; home the value and necessity of such 
training, ' even into homes that miyht otherwise be 
antagonistic. 

The kind of indoctrination we shall have can be seen 
not only from the present and previous training given 
by the- Army but also from the attitudes of the officer 
cl^s* - who will be responsible for the training. General 
Douglas MacArthur stated during the peacetime years 
prior to this war : 

A warlike spirit, whieh alone can create and civilize 
a state, is absolutely essential to national defense and 
to national per|>eli'.iiy . . . the more -warlike .'the spirit 
of the people, *t!ie Iv-.-j need for a lartrc stnuriiaj: army, 
as in such a entiiiuiiuiiy every ahlc bi»tii"d man should 
bo willing to thdit oil all ocea.-.ions whenever the nation 
demands his services in the lield. 

Despite the emphasis on the need for developing a 
warlike spirit; military leader* and especially the Amer- 
ican Legion point out in. almost every discussion of 
military training that "i\\> one is more opposed to war 
than *s a military man." They indicate tti.it having 
seen war and its honor tliey arc the ones who want 
most to avoid it. Sometimes military men even go so 
far as to express the ide.-i that "peace is too important 
to be- hit to the civilian.',." 

While it must surely bo true that anvone who has 



tuc for war such as arbitration, the World Court , a 
League of Nations, the international abolition of con- 
scription, the Army leaders arc likely to think of them 
as "too idealistic" and hence not even to be considered. 
The Army and Nazy Journal, officially recommended 
by the War Department for use in the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, in commenting on the Briand proposal 
to outlaw war, made a statement which could be applied 
as readily today in connection with world organization 
as it was then: 

But to the hard-headed practical statesman who is un- 

wiliin£ to jeopardize the vital inten-.st of America . . . 

and -who is indisposed to permit the United States to 

be drawn into foreign entanglements, it has a harsh, 

raucous note which criea "Danger!" 

• * 

Nor is the indoctrination confined wiry* to peacetime / 
years. At the height oi the present war the War De- 
partment was doing its best Vo convince ail under its 
jurisdiction that peacetime military training is essential. 
In a letter dealing with peacetime conscriptiun from 
twelve Navy men is the following: 

The Department of Psychological Warfare is now in- 
directly informing ns that we never knew a real tucc.1, 
mothur, teacher, ruinLiter, priot, rabbi, or worthy ^oal 
in life until the omniscient brass Hat came aloi.g to 
paternally lead us mental children into the green pas- 
tores of. militarism. t 

The effect of indoctrination such as we have de- 
scribed can be very disastrous not only to the indi- 
vidual l^t to the nation. When an individual is a cug 
in a great military machine whose gofcls as well as 
orders are handed down from the top, something Lap- 
pens to him as an individual. "Unhappily, it is im- 
possible to subordinate a human being to a machine to 

such an extent without at the same time damaging u:id 
partially paralyzing his iniciiigcr.ce. The strict regi- 
mentation of an army, with its concomitant o: jitiv 
politics, often cruslies initiative and in the end makes 
it impossible for the underling to think of new thir.::^." 

The effect on the nation is even more far-rcacuirr£. 
In a world in need of peace, the emphasis is placed on 
war, and the mind and energies of tiic young men of 
the nation are focused on this objective. It is the rare 
person under such a system who bucks the traces and 
explores new ideas. Under such a system also, the 
nation in time tends to accept the pcueral military pat- 
tern of thinking; for all government officials, the 
clergy, and the teachers, will have had their year of 
military indoctrination. Furthermore, the "pairii.-tic" 
or pseudo-patriotic organizations wilj put pressure on 
anyone who dares to question the pattern. Even today 
the examples arc all too numerous of professors, Y- 
secrclarics, and ministers who have been pressured !>e- 
cai'sc of their anti-militnriitir writing or public »<- 
tcranres. 

The principle of civilian control o'er the nation's 
entire life, including the armed forces, is embedded in 
our Constitution. We, as Americans, have always 
placed ureal stress on that principle. If, howcv.T, we 
should adopt the Pnvssiaii concept of "(he nation in 
arms," so that as a peacetime policy cvrryne is trained 
as a soldier, we shall have the theory of civilian omirol

THE American Friends Service Committee d*ihg 
and since the war has sought to heal men's minds 
and spirits by 'ministering to their urgent physical 
needs. Out of the Committee's direct relief work has 
emerged the demand for greater emphasis on services 
which minister mote directly to the spirit. While- it is 
slil! mindful of continuing hardships suffered by many 
in foreign lands, the Committee is gradual!}' turning a 
larger share of its attention overseas to work which 
aims to initiate and foster self-help activities, to 
strengthen the spirit of individuals and to bring them 
- together in a'beahhy - and ■ stimulating exchange of \* 

, ideas. 

This gradual turn has oicurrcd in response to re- 
quests by Committee workers overseas, the welfare 
agencies through which they work and those they seek 
to help. In part the trend is aided by prospects for in- 
creased harvests and enlarged and quickened govern- 
ment assistance. The Committee still carries on direct 
relief in areas of special need and continues its efforts 
to meet increasing clothing needs for which there -is 
no government aid. 

The Committtce works in Austria. China, Finland, 
France, Germany, Hungary, Jndia, Italy, Japan, Pakis- 
tan, Palestine, Poland and Spain. The following at- 
tempts, to present an over-all view of the Committee's 
activities but is not a complete account of them.

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Many Works — One Spirit 

Among tlie millions of Europe's uprooted people, 
all of whom bear great hardship, the Committee works 
with Displaced Persons in the American Zone of 
Germany. At Munich and Bremen it helps Displaced 
Persons emigrating to America learn somcthiii.i; of 
cpnditions and customs here. In a children's village 
for unaccompanied minors at Bad AiUing, the Com- 
mittee shares in occupational therapy and recreation 
work. , 

The Committee is mindful of its increasing obliga- 
tions to new Americans coming to this country under 
the Displaced Persons law. The Individual Services 
Unit helps displaced persons in Europe locate relatives 
in the United Slates. It advises both American and 
overseas inquirers about resource. 1 ; for migration and 
other problems. 

Rural rehabilitation projects near Calcutta, started 
about two years a-o. arc expanding. Two villages have , 
been stimulated to develop some community responsi- 
bility, build village centers, improve health and educa- 
tion, and establish cooperatives. 

In Chungmou, China, unit members have woiked 
for mere than two years developing textile, transport 
~*iid industrial cooperatives. A - hospital hy. been 
built, a well dug and other community services fostered. 
An tducation.il program is conducted in a nearby 
village. 

Transport teams in Austria and Poland hive worked 
for the past two years helping with village rebuilding. 
hauling materials and Other essentia! supplies in areas 
where transport is limited or non existent. 

In Finland Quaker workers are cooperating closely 
with established youth groups in a program of com- 
munity services. ■ ■ 

In Quaker International Centers people of many 
faiths, many nationalities and political convictions 
meet together in friendly discussion, social activity and 
worship. The Committee shares in the nperatrun of 
Quaker Centers in Amsterdam, Paris, Geneva, Shang- 
hai, Calcutta, Delhi and Kingston.

Neighborhood Centers, as a form of self-help and 
M a means of enabling Amu* icans to be real neighbors 
to people in other lands, have proved themselves in 
the two vtars the Como>ittc , e has fostered them in 
Europe. 'Seven are flourishing in Germany, one in 
Austria, one in Fknce. One is being opened in Tokyo 
and one in Poland is being discussed. Two more arc 
planned for Germany, The neighborhood house* 
seek to serve the needs of the immediate neighborhood. 
They supplement war-damaged homes with laundry, 
sewing, carpentry and shoe repair services. All the 
centers seek especially to serve young people on whose 
faith, courage and well-being the future of the world 
SoJargely depends. They provide a place for stud;-, djs 
cussion and recreation. Through seminars, conferences 
and lectures »hey bring new ideas and fresh approaches 
to old and new problems. They endeavor to develop 
leadership among those who come to the centers rather 
than importing "it ftom outside. Local people shan- 
the management and in sonjj centers contribute to the 
financial'support.

Gifts to the Committee of time, talent and materials 
help make possible the work described in this folder 
anu p've expression to the concern of many Americans 
to show their /;ood will and help hrtn^ peace in the 
world. Service Committee field workers serve as 
volunteers; many staff members in this country and 
countless devoted fronds of the Committee contribute 
thejr time. In many areas the American Friends Service 
Committee works jointly with British friends. Some 
endeavors receive support from various national 
sources: some receive indigenous support. 

The Committee's budget for work overseas during 
the year ending September JO, 19 t l J is approximately 
$4,0-13,430. More than I.-1S6.000 cross pounds of 
clothing, I00 r 0nn pairs of shoes and 1,400.000 yards 
of textile were shipped abroad in the year endinc 
September 30, 1 94S. Diuinr: the same period the 
Committee shipped abroad approximately 9,000.000 
pounds of food. 

In common with all other relief agencies, the Com.- 
mittee works in Germany through CRALC3G and in 
Japan through I.ARA.

Tlic Committee continues to help meet (lit- need for 
food in Austria, Hungry, Germany, France, Japan 
and Poland. In all these countries it has selected those 
in spwi.il need. Among these are young students in 
France, tuberculosis patients' under 2*> years of ape in 
Austria, undernourished apprentices in Hungary and 
Austria, orphans in Japan, students, children .mil tuber- 
culosis patients in Poland, and children in all four 
20DCS of Germany. Food for needy children in the 
Russian zone is handled through the International Red 
Cross and the assistance of German Friends. 

Clothing 

The' need tor clothing in Europe and Asia is still 
desperate and the Committee <jontinues clothing dis- 
tributions and seeks to increase their volume. Clothing 
is being distributed 1 *! Hungary to homes for appren- 
tices and for delinquent children. Especially needy 
groups in Austria and Germany, including prisoners 
of war, Vojkesdeutsche and other uprooted people, re- 
ceive Quaker clothing. In Poland clothing goes to 
homes for orphans and half-orphans, in India and 
Pakistan and in Palestine it is given to needy refugees. 
In Japan more than 80,000 persons share the Com- 
mittee's clothing* supplies. 

Medical Work 

Tlit Committee's medical wo1% in China, in addition 
to the work in Chungmou, includes helping the Chin- 
ese fight kaia-azar by sending diagnostic and treatment 
teams into some counties along the Yellow River. 
Last year five unit members conducted an anti-malaria 
campaign in Yunnan. From its base in Chungking, a 
transport team and 15 trucks haul medical supplies 
over dangerous roads to remote hospitals whii h would 
not otherwise receive the supplies. 

Various medical supplies are sent to both flu rope 
and Asia. Instruments have been sent to imiia, Fin- 
land and Austria. Cod liver oil is being sent to Poland 
and more than one million vitamins have- been sent to 
Germany. Out of special funds the Committee made 
a gift of streptomycin valued at $25,000 to the Russian 
people.
